Only Alberta 
Free of Rats 


—— Qa 
But They’ll be Here if Campaign Not 
Started Says Expert 


EDMONTON, Jan, 25.--Alberta is 
the only province in Canad in which 
rats are not found, but they are get- 
ting closer, at the rate of about three 
miles a year, J. H. Brown, Alberta’s 
entomologist, said today. 

Although Alberta is the only nonin- 
fested area in Canada and one of the 
few in North America, “the rats will 
be here in five to eight years unless 
a definite control campaign is started 
and we can get people aroused to the 
situation”, he added. ‘With our eyes 
on the (bubonic) plague we don’t 
wan’t rats here too,” 

The six rats which managed to find 
their way into Alberta last year were 
all killed. None of them carried fleas 
or disease. Rats are fairly evenly dis- 
tributed over Saskatchewan and have 
come within thirty miles of the Al- 
berta-Saskatchewan border. 

While no rats have been reported in 
this area it is recalled that a few 
were checked in the Medicine Hat ar- 
ea, and parents are advised to warn 
their children particularly against 
this menace. The rat is easy to rec- 
ognize, rather as a giant-size mouse, 
mouse-gray, long nose, 4 to 6 inch 
hairless tail, with upright ears and 
straight whiskers. Their general hab 
itant is under homes and farm bufld- 
ings, not in holes such as the gopher 
uses.

Slight Increase Over Last Year But 
One Quarter Less Than 1940 
Comeback Expected This Year 
Alberta Sets New Record 

——Q— 

The four sugar-producing provinces 
of Canada report a total harvest in 
1945 of 618,010 tons of sugar beets 
from a crop of 58,861 acres. The yield 
of this crop was 10.5 tons per acre 
which is equal to the average of the 
past five years. The 1945 crop pres- 
ents an increase of nine per cent over 
the 564,927 tons of the previous year. 
However it is considerably below the 

$25,344 ton crop of 1940 which remains 
as Canada’s record year. 

The fact that any increase was regis- 
tered at all is considered a commend- 
able accomplishment on the part of |! 
both growers and processors in view 
of the war-time hardships that con- 
fronted the industry. High hopes are 
held that this year’s crop will be re- 
lieved of handicaps such as the price 


of refined sugar being pegged too low

IRRIGATION 


(Calgary sary Vieralt) 

The decision of the federal govern- 
ment to go ahead with the construe 
tion next spring of a $3,500,000 irrig- 
ation dam at Spring Coulee on the St. 
Mary’s River is excellent news for the 
Southern Alberta. When the project 
is completed it will mean a great ex- 
tension of irrigated land in that part 
of the province and therefore much 
increased agricultural production. 

Irrigated sections have paid big 
dividends. Otherwise dry sections 
have been brought into annual pro- 
duction at a profitable basis. 

In connection with the announce- 
ment of the federal financing of the 
St. Mary’s dam project and early in- 
auguration of construction, this prov:

FARMERS © 
COLUMN

To carry our discussion on a perm- 
enanecy of Agriculture further than the 
planting of forage crops, livestock, 
| and additional farm stead buildings, 
let us look still farther afield and 
ps trees, yes! trees and lots of 
| them. 

' | listened to Mr. Robson Black dis- 
cuss in a general way “Soil Erosion.” 
| Probably you heard his talk over the 
iradio. In his outline he showed how 
many of the nations of history disap- 
peared or were even now only existing 
because of the lack of foresight in 
protecting their soil and destroying 
their forests. To relate an example 
would be to show how the islands of 
Crete and Sicily had the Cedars re- 
moved and now the soil is so badly er- 


oded that the peoples of these islands 
are trying to cultivate soil that in 
some places is six feet below the or- 
tginal farm lands. This he stated has 
been caused by the erosion due to re- 
moval of the forest growth. We in 
this irrigated section of Alberta must 
not lose sight of the fact that  pres- 
ervation of our forests on the eastern 
slope of the Rockies gives us our con- 
stant water supply. 

I heard it stated that in most parts 
of Canada we can live off the produce 
from three acres of land, yet for fuel 
and buildings, and newsprint ete. it 
requires four acres of forest. 

Today the master minds of North 
America are concerning themselves 
with soil, water and forest conserva- 
tion. Let us not be slow to follow 
thei: advice by planting more and 
more trees. The peoples of Alberta 
|are swinging gradually towards mors 
permenancy in Agriculture and have 
given up the idea of getting rich quick 
and moving off to other climates. 
They are planning for their children 
but iet us be sure that our children 
get as rich a soil heritage as what we 
homesteaded. 

Travelling over this area I see irric- 
al.ou run-off that would support miny 
irees along these drains. We should 
plan to inerease our shelter belts and 
set aside a plot of ground for a ‘carr 
wood lot . In 20 years with proper 
care trees on the wood lot will have a 
commercial value. Tree roots hold 
the soil and also prevent too rapid 
thawing of the snow in spring thus 
giving a more constant supply of wat- 
er and preventing run-off. Running 
water always carries away soil. After 
a time the banks fall in and more soil 
is washed away. This can be and 
should be prevented. 

The Provincial Forestry Branch 
have a supply of trees available for 
the farmers of Alberta. These are 
free and consist of the following slow 
; Srowing trees; Red Pine, White Pine,
